REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As outlined in the previous office action, Bates et al (US 6378125 B1) is 
considered to be the closest available prior art. Bates suspends all threads of a 
program at a single breakpoint (column 6, lines 44-46), identifies the thread that caused 
the breakpoint (column 3, lines 21-30), and continues execution of all suspended 
threads (Column 6, lines 44-58). 

As currently amended, the claims require the thread containing the breakpoint to 
remain under control of the debugger while all other threads continue execution under 
control of the operating system. In contrast, Bates debugs the breakpoint thread while 
all threads are suspended before un-suspending every thread at the same time. Even if 
another reference teaching this step could be located, there would not be motivation to 
combine it with the teachings of Bates. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
